PARIS (AP)—French military 
sources reported strong German 
troop movements today northeast 
of Saareguemines, accompanied 
by heavy artillery screen fire. 

They said the French im¬ 
mediately placed their forces on 
the alert against the possibility 
of a German thrust in the area 
between Saareguemines and 
Ohrenthal, less than a mile from 
the frontier and about five miles 
south of the German city of 
Zweibruecken. 

The French held a four-mile¬ 
wide salient near Ohrenthal, be¬ 
tween the Biles River and the 
Vosges foothills and reports said 
they were concentrating their 
answering artillery fire in an 
attempt to smlsh German com¬ 
munications. 

Patrol units. fought on the 
wooded slopes.of the Vosges, the 
sources said, and about nine miles 
east of Saareguemines. They 
said the French had taken an 
other German prisoner. 

German artillery and patrols 
apparently were testing the whole- 
length of the 100-mtle northern 
flank of the western front be¬ 
tween Luxembourg and the 
Rhine River by shifting their 
action from one sector to another.

“When this war Is won the de¬ 
feated nation will face revolu¬ 
tion,” he said, “and the victorious 
nations will face internal prob¬ 
lems greater than they have ever 
faced. This peace crisis may be 
upon us In 6 months, a year or 
3 years. The fact of being at 
war precipitates the future and 
that is why we must work as 
never before against the time of 
the nest armistice, or the armis¬ 
tice may be a tragedy. It is not

GEORGETOWN, British 
Guiana (CP) — British Guiana 
pushed plans today for economic 
selfsufficiency during the war by 
linking its "grow more food” cam- 
paign with parallel efforts to 
eliminate or reduce Imports of 
articles for which substitutes may 
be found. 

Stimulated by government 
house conferences and public 
meetings sponsored by George¬ 
town authorities, villages arc 
putting new acreages Into food 
crops. The government Is under¬ 
taking to ensure lair prices. 

A successful experiment wax 
conducted by bakers who mixed 
rice with wheat flour. The legis¬ 
lature approved a revolving fund 
designed to eliminate the annual 
Import of 300,000 pounds of black 
eye peas. 

Experiments are under way Jar 
the cultivation ol adlay. a tropical 
grain now being grown In the 
Philippines. The food content of 
the adlay variety is rated equal to 
that of wheat, maize and other 
grains. The wild variety of adlay 
grows profusely In several parts 
of the country.
